TO HIS EXCELLENCY THE EARL OF CARLISLE, K.G., 

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 



Queen’s University, Dublin Castle, 
December 31, 1862. 



May it please your Excellency, 

In the absence of the Earl of Clarendon, Chancellor of the 
Queen’s University in Ireland, it becomes my duty as Vice-Chan- 
cellor, in compliance with the provisions of Her Majesty’s Charter, 
to furnish to your Excellency the Report of the Condition and 
Progress of the University since the 1st December, 1861. 

The General University Examinations of the current year com- App. II. 
inenced on the 30th of September, 1862, and terminated on the 
28th of October. Examinations for Degrees in the Faculty of 
Medicine were also held in June, and first University Examina- 
tions in Arts and Engineering were also held in May. At these 
various Examinations 221 Candidates presented themselves. Lists 
of those who were successful are annexed. 

In addition to these Examinations for Members of the Univer- 
sity, the first Middle-class Examinations for the Examination of 
Candidates who are not Members, were held simultaneously in 
the month of June last at Dublin, Belfast, and Galway, in accord- 
ance. with the provisions of the Ordinance of the 30th of January, 

1860, as printed in the Appendix to iny last Report; 34 Candidates 
presented themselves for Middle-class Certificates. Lists of those App. ir. 
who were successful are annexed. 

A public meeting of the University, to confer degrees and App. I. 
diplomas, and distribute prizes, was held in St. Patrick’s Hall, 
Dublin Castle, on the 16th of October last-. . Tour Excellency was 
graciously pleased to honour this meeting with your presence. An 
account of the proceedings is appended to this Report. 

At the public meeting of the University, held in 1861, Sir Robert 
Peel declared his intention to devote £1,200 to the augmentation 
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of the small prizes offered in tlie Queen’s Colleges; at the public 
meeting of the year .1 862, ho -was able to announce that this sum 
lias been raised to nearly £10,000 by public subscription.

Appendix I. 

Public Meeting of the Queen’s University in Ireland, held in 
St. Patrick’s Hall, Dublin Castle, on the 16th October, 1862. 

After the close of the examinations of the year 1862, a public meeting 
of the Queen’s University was held in St. Patrick’s Hall, Dublin Castle, 
on the 16th of October, 1862, for conferring degrees and diplomas. 

A large number of distinguished persons having taken their places in 
the Examination Hall, the Yice- Chancellor and Senate of the University, 
the Professors and Examiners, and the Candidates, entered it iii pro- 
cession. 

The Vice- Chancellor, attended by the Secretary, proceeded to the 
entrance of the Hall, and conducted liis Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
to the chair set apart for him. 

The Vice-Chancellor then opened the meeting in the following 
speech : — 

At our last annual meeting in this hall to confer the degrees and honors 
of the Queen’s University in Ireland, I was able to announce that the 
numbers of those students who had passed our several examinations for 
the year 1861 considerably exceeded those of any former year— they were 
in all 98. On the present occasion I have the gratification of being able 
to state that the numbers who have passed the same examinations in the 
last academic year are still more in advance— they amount to 1 16. In the 
year ending in October, 1861, 119 students presented themselves for 
examination, in the past year 141 . The Senate has already, at a special 
meeting in the month of June last, conferred the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine on six students, who then passed their examinations. e are 
now about to confer the same degree on twenty-eight of those who have 
passed examinations, some in June, the others in the recent examinations; 
thirty-six have passed the first Medical examination ; thirty-six have 
qualified themselves to receive the degree of Bachelor of Arts, and nine 
have succeeded in attaining that of Master in the same faculty; one 
candidate has attained the degree of Doctor, and _t\vo_ that of Bachelor ot 
Laws, and three have been successful in the examination for the Diploma 

in Engineering. , .. 

The first University examination in Arts under the new ordinances was 
passed by thirty-seven students, of whom nearly all have passed the 
decree examination, and are included in the number which I have already 
mentioned, and eight candidates have also passed a first examination m 

Engineering Two degrees of Doctor of Laws of this University are to 
be 'conferred under the powers of our charter on gentlemen having the 
the same decree in other universities. The announcement of these details 
constitutes in itself the principal statement which I have _to make upon 
the present occasion. They are the patent evidence of the continuous 
progress of the University from its first public meeting ten years since 
on the 14th of October, 1852. They do not, however, entirely exhibit 
the national advantages of the whole institution, consisting as it does not 
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merely of a senatorial body crowning the studies and rewarding the 
progress ol the select, and, from various causes, still limited number of 
those who seek the degrees and honors it is able to confer, but also of the 
three Queen’s Colleges with which the Senate is associated and over which 
it presides. 

This is not the place or the occasion for discussions of political con- 
troversy, or the examination of the character and prospects of other and 
more exclusive systems of education. Suffice it for us to coim-afulatc 
ourselves and the country on the substantial results of that enlightened 
system of united education which those Colleges and the Queen's Uni. 
versify have been established to foster and promote; and I am able to 
pointto the actual condition of the Colleges as indicating a steady advance 
in the numbers of attending students. In the Collegiate Session of 1858 
and 1859 the total number of those attending in all the Colleges was 493; 
in the session of 1859 and 18(30 it rose to 546; in 1860 .and 1861 to 
657 ; and in the sessions of 1861 and 1862, which closed in the month of 
June last, the attending numbers have been 745; exceeding by 252 the 
entire of the classes of students in the session of 1858 and 1859— a rate 
of increase in the brief period of four academic years at which those 
interested in the success of these institutions may well feel abundant 
satisfaction — years, it may he added, in which the whole system, principles, 
and. working of the Colleges have been exposed to more than ordinary 
criticism and question. My answer to those attacks is given in the 
statement I have just read, and I am very confident that each succeeding 
year will, in like manner, give additional testimony to the soundness of 
the principles on which the Quceifs Colleges have been founded, and to 
the excellence of the teaching which they direct. Of the 745 students 
in attendance during the last session, 203 are members of the Established 
Church, 200 Roman Catholics, 247 Presbyterians, and ninety-five are 
members ol various other religions denominations. I may add to these 
details of the. state of the Colleges, that the number of annual entrances 
in them has increased from 19(3 in the session of 1858-59, to 312 in the 
last session — a number almost identical with those who entered the 
ancient University of Trinity College. 

Ilio competitive examinations which have been holden for candidates 
for employment in the public service continue to exhibit proofs of the 
success ol students from the Queen’s Colleges who have entered the lists 
for competition. Seven .ol those students have been successful in the 
examinations lor the Civil Service of India, three were successful candi- 
dates for the Indian Engineering Service, and two have obtained the 
important appointments of Inspectors of National Schools. Others have 
also been successful in tho.Army, Naval, and other competitions. Middle 
class examinations of candidates, not members of the University, pursuant 
to our ordinance of 1861, were holden in the course of the year. This 
class of examinations must still be spoken of as experimental — the numbers 
attending. them have not yet attained any proportion of magnitude; they 
nave, in iact, been fewer than in the year 1861 ; and perhaps some years 
must elapse before the lull benefits will result from those examinations to 
the cause of general education which the Senate anticipated from their 
institution. 1 



Our last annual meeting was happily distinguished by the delivery of 
an address by the Chief Secretary, the Right Hon. Sir Robert Peel, 
eie must be many here to-day who were then gratified by listening to 
® i0(1U( r 1 \ t and impressive language of that address— by the warm, the 
® o° US in ^ eres ^ !*■ exhibited in the origin and progress of our Colleges, 
to our ^collection in the most forcible manner the name and 
o the illustrious statesman under whose auspices and during 
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whose administration they had been established. In the course of his Appendix. 
address Sir Robert Peel gave practical proof of the sincerity of his j 
attachment to these institutions, and of his desire to promote their Public 
further advancement, by announcing his intention to establish three Meeting, 
scholarships of £40 a-year each — one for each college— for the space of 
ten years. The Senate gratefully accepted the munificent endowment. 

The imitation and the example of Sir Robert Peel have, in the course of 
the year, stimulated many other persons to aid in its augmentation ; and 
I am happy to be able to announce that now the aggregate value of the 
subscriptions amounts to the sum of £8,750, in addition to several sums, 
amounting to £125 a-year, promised for the lives of the respective donors. 

A scheme for the allocation of the fund has been submitted to the Senate 
by Sir Robert Peel, and approved of, by which it is arranged that for the 
next ten years an annual sum of £575 shall be applicable to the foundation 
of various scholarships and prizes attainable by the students at different 
stages of their collegiate and university career ; and at the end of that 
period it is calculated that there will remain invested at least a sum of 
£3,000 to be thenceforward devoted to the permanent establishment of 
similar honors, though not so considerable in amount. It is unnecessary 
at present to go more fully into the details of this scheme ; they will be 
published with our printed ordinances and annual calendar. On the part 
of the University, and of the presidents, professors, and students of the 
Queen’s Colleges, I have the happiness of thus publicly tendering their 
most grateful acknowledgments to the originator of this ^ important 
endowment, trusting that its success in encouraging the collegiate studies 
of the youth of Ireland will bear the highest testimony to the sagacity of 
the design, and amply reward his generous intentions. 

Since we were last assembled in this hall the hand of Providence has 
deprived the Senate of one of its most eminent members, the Right Hon. 

Sir Thomas Wyse. His continued absence on the public, service as 
Ambassador to Greece prevented his giving us the benefit of his assistance 
in conducting the business of the University ; but it was most fitting that 
one of the earliest and most persevering of the advocates of education for 
all classes in Ireland, and of the establishment of these very seats of learn- 
ing, should he associated with the governing body of the institutions to 
the creation of which his early labours had been so zealously directed. 

Once only— it is but two years since— in the year 1S60, we had the 
advantage of his presence ; and in this hall he then gave utterance to the 
satisfaction, the joy, with which he witnessed the progress of education 
amoncr us. On that occasion, my Lord, and once before at our meeting in 
the year 1855, your Excellency spoke of Sir Thomas Wyse, and of his 
exertions in the cause of the Queen’s Colleges in Ireland, m language of 
eloquent eulogy, which I should in vain attempt to follow. 1 can but 
express in sincere, though humble terms, the regret which is, I doubt not, 
shared by many who hear me, for the loss of an illustrious and accomplished

Her Majesty has been graciously pleased to supply the vacancy thus 
caused in the Senate of the University by the nomination of Sir Kohert 
Peel. The interest he has shown in the fortunes of the University and 
the Colleges well justifies the belief that the charge could not lie entrusted 
to any individual more anxious for their well-being— more ikely to promote 
their success. I shall now proceed, as Vice-Chancellor, m the absence of our 
Chancellor, the Earl of Clarendon, officially to confer upon the successful 
candidates the degrees and diplomas to which they are respectively 
entitled. His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant has graciously acceded 
to our request, that he would present to the more distinguished students 

the medals and prizes of the University. _ 

The candidates were then called up in order, and the Vice-Chascellor 
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Appendix, conferred upon each the degree or diploma which had been conferred by 
"j“ the Senate. 

Public His Excellency the Loiu> Lieutenant was graciously pleased to dis- 
Meeting. tribute to those to whom prizes had been awarded the distinctions which 
they had won. 

The ceremony having concluded, the Vice-Chancellor addressed his 
Excellency ns follows : — 

There remains to me now, my Lord, but to discharge the pleasing duty 
of tendering to your Excellency the thanks of the Senate of the Queen’s 
University for the countenance and kind assistance yon have given to 
their proceedings on the present occasion, and for the uniform attention 
and consideration you have bestowed on every request and recom- 
mendation which they have presented to yon respecting the important 
matters committed to their charge. I am happy in recording that 
this is the seventh occasion on which our meeting has been honoured hy 
your Excellency’s presence; and I feel confident that the progress which, 
from meeting to meeting, we are able to announce in the condition and 
prospects of the University and its Colleges, has been deeply interesting 
to yon. The presidents, officers, and professors of the Colleges have here 
received many testimonials of your good wishes in the friendly and 
encouraging language in which on those occasions you have been pleased 
to address us — they are satisfied that in your Excellency those institutions 
have a sincere friend, a constant as well as a powerful protector ; and for 
them also, for every member of the University, and every student of its 
Colleges, I return you the most grateful thanks. 

The Lord Lieutenant said — Mr. Vice-Chancellor and Gentlemen, 
I once again meet this distinguished body, the Vice-Chancellor, the Senate, 
the Presidents, the Professors, the Candidates and Students of the Queen’s 
University in Ireland with the same pleasure that I have formerly felt, 
and which so far from palling upon me from length of experience and 
comparative want of novelty, receives a material increase from the accounts 
I have received of the continued growth and welfare of this our still young 
institution. This has been in a most marked manner the case on the 
present occasion. You have alluded, sir, to this being the seventh time 
of discharging the present function, so we may look on it as a sort of 
sabbatical celebration. 

From, the interesting and important statement of figures which you have 
yourself laid before us, it will be perceived that there has been within the 
last year a considerable positive increase in the number of the students at 
the respective Colleges ; it seems indeed to proceed at the rate of at least 
an additional hundred every year. There is also a considerable increase 
in the number of candidates for degrees. Bat. what is perhaps a still 
more gratifying point is what I hear from sources on which I can entirely 
rely, that in respect of quality there is a decided improvement in the 
character of the examinations. This I believe is in some degree owing to 
the operation of the new ordinance which has established what we of the 
older universities were in the custom of calling the “ little go”— or half 
way examination in the middle of the academical career — thus setting 
free students who were examined in the various branches of the minor 
examination for the more specific studies to which they might feel inclined 
to devote their after labours. Much of this improvement no doubt is 
due to the spirit of activity and progress which incites both the older 
and more modern systems, alike the most venerable and the freshest and 
youngest bodies into the noble arenas of intellectual activity and competi- 
tion.^ I lie results, as have been already stated, of the Indian and Civil 
Service Examinations show that in these useful fields of competition the 
Queen’s University in Ireland has borne no undistinguished part. 
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Among the other incentives to the exertion and progress of our young Appendix. 
generation, we may, as the Vice-Chancellor has already forcibly reminded L 
us, gratefully include the handsome provision which, mainly by the Public 
impulse, example, and exertion of Sir Robert Peel, has been added to the Meeting, 
original stock. I gladly leave to him who is best entitled to furnish them, 
any explanations of the arrangements which it is proposed to establish 
regarding this newly-acquired fund ; and I have a sanguine hope that 
the benefits which may be expected to be derived from it will be more 
and more increased and recognised as we proceed further from the original 
date, and have opportunity and leisure to count up the fertile products. 

I have the satisfaction of being able to inform you that her Majesty’s 
Treasury has assented to the proposition of the Irish Government, pressed 
upon them originally by Mr. Cardwell, who was zealously followed by Sir 
Robert Peel, by which a certain addition will be made to the existing 
salaries of the able and distinguished professors. In this pleasing retro- 
spect I ought not to omit what is certainly the most important circum- 
stance of all, the pleasure I derive from hearing that the general conduct 
and moral bearing of the students of the Colleges are equally entitled to 
commendation with tlieir intellectual and scholarlike acquirements. It 
is, indeed, most pleasing to perceive the symptoms of honourable, and 
not unfriendly, competition pervade alike (ill of our aggregated Colleges. 

Long may our territorial contests be of this description. If we must 
pit our North against our South— if Cork holds the same relative geogra- 
phical position which New Orleans does on the American Continent if 
Belfast is here what Boston is there— if Galway may represent the Far 
West, happily these fair cities do not send forth their several children to 
fighting fields and premature graves. Our struggles for intellectual 
supremacy are carried on in peaceful halls and are crowned with bloodless 



laurels. 

And now, my young friends, I believe I might say all ot you are 
about shortly to enter upon the busy stage of mature life and the arduous 
work of independent action. Whatever your separate spheres of employ- 
ment and duty may be, I trust that you will import into them the same 
spirit of diligence and study which has procured for you such honourable 
notice here. Still more do I hope that you will maintain throughout your 
entire careers that strength of character and that tenacity or principle 
which will alone give real value and dignity to your future lives. I trust 
that your lot will be oast in times alike of tranquillity and ot progieas 

equally removed from disturbance and from stagnation affording the best 
conditions for tbe enjoyment of your existence and the development of 
your powers ; and if some circumstances in our age and country, entirely 
without any onesided or exclusive reference— if some circumstances 
should suggest any more specific wish, I trust that the world in which 
you have to play your future parts will have grown wise enough not to 
feel it essential, while we exhibit a conscientious and unswerving adherence 
to our own sense of right, at the same time to think that it is any pai t of 
our duty to make ourselves offensive or disagreeable to those who hold 
a different set ot opinions. Every year, every day which passes over mj 
head convinces me move and more not only of the entire viou c fuluess, 
but also of the utter unreasonableness of toolerance-intoteance m any 
matter especially in matters of religion. When we look around us, and 
con shier that it has pleased the Almighty to permit the 
churches of Christendom to be supported and f '“^Wohn Wesiey 
Luther, Bossuet, Fenelon, Jeremy laylor, Bishop .Bn tier, .John A\esley, 
Robert’ Hall, Chalmers, and Cbanning-men nth . he : fire of Diwne 
eloquence on tlieir lips and the fervour of D"™ piety i;k‘m t i iat 
surely there can be none of us who must not Hunk how likely it is that 
i“mauy poinm he may he wrong-how impossible it is that in all points 
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he can be right. My young friends, may the favour and guidance of 
Heaven ever rest upon you, and consecrate your lives to works of useful- 
ness done in the spirit of faith and love. 

Sir Robert Peel said — I cannot adequately thunk you for the kind 
manner in which you have welcomed my name ; and I feel peculiar grati- 
fication in receiving such a manifestation of welcome from this company, 
particularly as it emanates from those who on this occasion and by their 
successful studies represent what 1 may fairly call the rising intellect of the 
youth of Ireland. A year has elapsed since I last had the privilege of 
addressing an assembly similar to the present. Oil that occasion I sug- 
gested that an attempt should be made to place upon a more satisfactory 
footing, corresponding with what existed in other Universities, the endow- 
ment of* the Queen’s Colleges; and I am luippy to say that that suggestion 
has borne fruit of more abundant promise than even the most sanguine 
expectation would have ventured to anticipate. Rut when I made that 
suggestion last year, I knew, I felt, that in advocating here, in the bold 
and simple language of an unprejudiced mind, the cause of liberal educa- 
tion — that is to say, the cause of liberal education upon the broad basis of 
religious equality — I should touch a chord which would vibrate through 
the hearts of many, and which would at once rally to us the best friends 
of enlightened progress in this country. I have not been disappointed. 

I can say it with perfect truth, there never was any one of my prede- 
cessors in the oiliec I fill who has ever been honoured as I have been with 
the confidence of moderate men, of all parties, to such a degree as is 
conspicuous in this matter. The hope I ventured to express last year, 
that my example would be followed by those who have a more direct 
interest in the welfare and prosperity of this country than I can have, 
has elicited such a spontaneous, such a practical illustration of the value 
which is attached to the character and the influence of this University as 
at once to have placed it in the estimation of public opinion upon a par 
with the most useful and most valued institutions of Ireland. Now I 
take pleasure and an honest pride in telling my young friends here — the 
students of this University — the interest which has been felt in them, the 
desire to promote their success in what may be culled their first struggles 
in life. 

You recollect that this time last year I made an appeal to the public 
on behalf of this University. There were then four other subscriptions 
before the public, to which their attention was strongly invited. But the 
fund for endowing the Queen’s Colleges, in the brief space of three months, 
not only exceeded the amount that was contributed to the other sub- 
scriptions, but wtis greater than any sum that has been collected in this 
country for the promotion of any work during the last ten years. Was 
not that satisfactory ? We determined to succeed. We met with hardly 
any opposition. I believe there were some half dozen who did protest 
against the course that was so successfully pursued ; but I could hardly 
believe they were in earnest. There were some who, even after the 
distinguished support which we received, wont so far as to assert that it 
was dangerous to the morals and to the character of young men to enter 
the University. Dangerous to character and morals! Why, precisely 
the same tiling was said three hundred years ago. Not of this University, 
it is true ; but I was reading the other day that about three hundred years 
«igo the moving of the earth and the heliocentric system was first mooted. 
I be first Authorities of the Church were in consternation at it, they said 
the authority of the Bible and the morals and the character of the people 
would be destroyed. The Bible still, however, exists, and the only man 
who suffered at the time was poor Galileo, who suffered for the cause of 
truth ; but the morals or character of the people were not deteriorated. 
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I say that we must not attacli too much importance to those opinions. 
There are many who hold different opinions on the subject, but, above all 
things, whatever opinions we may hold, let us, at all events, be national 
in our sentiments ; let us endeavour to do good to the country, and lay 
aside all other considerations. I never could, and never will believe that 
there is any party in this country who would wish to deprive the laity, of 
the middle classes in particular, of those benefits and advantages which 
they arc now, in the middle of the nineteenth century, so justly entitled 
to enjoy. 

We, therefore, submitted our plan to the country. Our plan was, that 
we should endeavour to place the endowments of the Queen’s Colleges, 
which were evidently inadequate, upon a footing similar to that of other 
Universities ; and we availed ourselves of this opportunity to test the 
popularity of this University by the public verdict. We went to the 
public and inquired if the objections to it were based upon any fair repre- 
sentation, and I think the list of names — I can’t read through them all 

but I think the mere narration of a few of the names in this list will 
convince you and the public that we have met with powerful support. 

In that list appears the name of one who cordially assented to the plan 
and supported it — one who is a true friend to Ireland— vonr noble Chan- 
cellor, the Earl of Clarendon. This proposal was assented to and sub- 
scribed to by one of whom every Irishman, in particular, must feel 
especially proud, by their distinguished countryman, one who is at this 
moment foremost in the councils of his Sovereign — Lord Palmerston. 
This plan was assented to by one who always takes the deepest possible 
interest in the welfare of this University, and who for seven years, as the 
Vice-Chancellor has said, has presided on occasions such as this — one 
whose support adds to the intrinsic value of his approval — the present 
Viceroy. This suggestion was also approved by one who in this country 
stands first in his order — one who holds a position not more exalted than 
the exalted character that distinguishes his mind — his Grace the Duke 
of Leinster ; and this proposal was assented to by a veteran statesman of 
our country, who was fifty years ago a Cabinet Minister of England, Lord 
Lansdowne. I will, if you permit me, read a most gratifying proof of 
the estimation of Lord Lansdowne. In his letter he says : — “ My only 
anxiety respecting your most liberal plan for adding to the endowment of 
the Queen’s Colleges in Ireland has been that it should not be thwarted 
in its commencement and deprived of a good start by any possible pre- 
judices or captious objections. Your list of Irish subscribers gives me 
confidence on this subject, and I shall willingly subscribe £125 to the 
plan.” It was also received by a man whose memory is revered by every 
Protestant, and whose character was respected by every man in this 
country, no matter what his creed was— I mean the late Lord Archbishop 
of Armagh and Primate of Ireland. Did lie refuse to give his approval 
to the course we have adopted in these Colleges ? No-; his Grace the 
Lord Primate gave his entire approval so far to this system, that he 
actually offered me £1,000 if I should establish another subscription in 
order to carry out completely the clauses of the Colleges’ Act. But at 
that moment, being engaged on these prizes, I was of course unable to 
start another subscription ; but this shows wliat was the feeling of that 
eminent and most venerated character, when he wrote to me a few days 
before his death, saying, that united education, on the broad basis of 
religious equality, was an object which should have his noble and generous 
support. Well, gentlemen, these are great names. There are others of 
the most distinguished men of the country, the gallant Commander-in- 
Chief, who, although a veteran soldier, knows how to admire and respect 
the energy and competition of youth — General Sir George Brown, and a 
number of others — and all these names, and whatever others may be 
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added, shall be engrossed on vellum, and handed down in the archives of 
the University, as a testimony of the liberal support given to the Queen’s 
Colleges in 1861. 

If I may he permitted by this assembly, I will now tell you how that 
fund will be applied— and my friend, Mr. Stonoy, deserves the chief credit, 
not I, in carrying out this plan. The sum subscribed is £8,749— that is 
to say, when I started the subscription I was determined to get £10,000. 
I started with a paltry £40, but in three months it grew to the prodigious 
dimensions of £10,000. The result was a subscription of £8,749, besides 
£125 a-year, to be paid during the lifetimes of the donors. Besides that, 
there is a magnificent donation from another person, which, I understand, 
is likely to be given to one of the Colleges, but which I am not at present 
at liberty to mention. AVo propose to give .£575 a-year, for ten successive 
years, to students of this University. That sum will leave a balance of 
£3,000, which, with the accumulated interest and capital, will he left as 
a reserve fund to be applied as may he determined on. I have limited the 
subscriptions to ten years, because after that there may, perhaps, be other 
means of serving the interests we have in view. We mean to have three 
exhibitions of £60 each in the faculty of Arts ; also three others of £45 
each, and two of £30 each. We menu to have two exhibitions of £40 
and £30 each in the faculty of Medicine ; and two others of £40 and £30 
each in the Engineering department — all those to bo held with any of the 
small scholarships to which candidates may become entitled in the Colleges. 
And wo propose to allot £60 a-year in special prizes. That is how we 
propose to distribute this magnificent fund which Irishmen have con- 
tributed to place at our disposal. Thai is the Queen’s College endow- 
ment fund which I have the satisfaction of announcing to you; and I 
now take the liberty of expressing my sincere thanks for the very kind 
and handsome manner in which allusions was made by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor to my presence on a former occasion. I especially value a com- 
pliment from the lips of one who is so distinguished from his position 
and character, and I shall long preserve the memory of that flattering 
allusion. 

Both the Viceroy and Vice-Chancellor have alluded to the progress 
made in this University. It has been most satisfactory, and I think it 
was the Vice-Chancellor who referred to the success which has attended 
the public competition in competitive examinations. Now it may not be 
misplaced if this audience would allow me In refer to the success of the 
Queen’s Colleges at public examinations. These competitive examinations 
were introduced in 1855, and twenty-six appointments in the East India 
Civil Service have been won by students of the Queen’s Colleges. 0»e 
of these was the best answerer on the whole course of his year, another the 
second, and two others the fourth of their respective years. It deserves 
to be remembered in the history of the Queen’s College, Belfast, that in 
1857 it was able to carry off, in competition with all the Universities of 
the kingdom, the first, the fourth, and the tenth of the twelve Indian 
appointments of that year. Now, I think it is also very much to the 
credit of the Queen’s Colleges of Cork and Galway, that when in 1855 
this competitive system was introduced, and these valuable appointments 
thrown open to public competition, the education given at them, at that 
time, without any special preparation, was at once able to secure a 
successful candidate from each. No one can look at this success without 
feeling how you are in your own persons carrying out the wishes ol the 
best friends of education in this country. 

The Vice-Chancellor has alluded in touching terms to the presence, on 
a former occasion, of a gentleman who is now removed from this scene-— 
I^nean Sir Thomas Wyse. lie attended in 1860 the meeting of this 
University. lie was a member of the Senate. lie had been Member for 
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"Waterford ; and was one of those Roman Catholic Members of Parliament Appendix. 
who were most anxious for the establishment of these Colleges in Ireland. 

Iiis expressions have been alluded to by the Vice-Chancellor, therefore, Public 
I need not refer to them, but to show how great was the interest he took Meeting, 
in the Colleges. I will just repeat an extract from what he said — Ci I 
take the greatest joy in witnessing the progress which Ireland has made, 
and the time is not far distant when the Colleges will bear the most ample 
fruits. In your efforts, in your exertions, in all your rewards I have con- 
tinually taken the most intense interest.” That was the language of Sir 
Thomas Wyse, the last time he was in this hall. This language is very 
encouraging, when we recollect the time that he fought, in former years, 
the battle which led to the endowment of the Queen’s Colleges. 

But we must recollect that Sir Thomas Wyse was not the only distin- 
guished Irishman who was in favour of the system we now see working 
so advantageously. The great O’Connell himself was in favour of it. 

Ay, I am glad to call him great, because I think any man great, -who for 
years of his life conducts public opinion, and who is able by the energy 
of his character to lead to the great object he liad in view, in removing 
what ought long ago to have been removed in the public arrangements of 
this country. O’Connell was strongly in favour of this system, and in 
1839 made a most remarkable speech in the House of Commons, in 
which he strongly advocated the establishment of this system, referring 
to other countries, and pointing to them as an example of what we 
ought to do in this country. That was in 1839, and I wish he had lived 
to see the realization of his wish. 

Even in Limerick, in 1839, a movement was got up for the purpose of 
procuring a system of united secular education — that is to say, about 
seven or eight years before the Queen’s Colleges were established — and 
the requisition was signed by three bishops of the Roman Catholic 
Church, Dr. Egan, Dr. Ryan, and Dr. Kennedy ; therefore, I say, that 
this system which we have now established in this country is one which 
the best and greatest men of past times have been anxious to see carried 
out. 

Let me allude to the fact referred to by our noble Viceroy, that we 
have succeeded in obtaining an increase, a necessary increase, in the 
salaries which the Professors of the Colleges had hitherto received. 

Two years ago the Viceroy declared in this hall that they were manifestly 
underpaid, and now I am happy to say that, acting on the representation 
of the Irish Government, the Treasury so far acceded to their desire— 
that, without increasing the burdens on tbe public Exchequer, they have 
made arrangements which will materially increase the remuneration of 
the Professors. Well, I think we have to congratulate ourselves on 
the flourishing condition of* this University. I think its prospects are of 
the very best kind; and I hope that you will not forget that m 1859 it 
was used as a reproach to you, that the proportion of persons receiving 
collegiate education and academic honors in this country, in proportion 
to its population, was less than in any other country in Europe. Kow, 
this ou*ht not to he ; it shall not he in future, if you and those whom you 
represent come forward in this University. "Why should Scotland, with 
half the population of Ireland, have four Universities and three or tour 
hundred students? Why should England have the immense academic 
advantages she has. and Ireland not have these advantages m a corres- 
ponding degree ? There are 53,000 or more places in the public service, 
embracing every variety which you can compete for. There are torty- 
five departments in the State open to competition, and I put it to you 
whether you should not equally have the advantages which this system 
of competitive examination has supplied ? 
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I only liope that the future may bo as prosperous as the past. It is 
now firmly and universally acknowledged in this country that the system 
of education established in the. Queen’s Colleges is entitled to our cordial 
support. All the talent, all the iiiledligenee — I may say all the religion 
in the country has supported it. O’Connell, Sir Thomas Wysc, the late 
Archbishop of Armagh, the late Dr. Murray, all united in giving their 
support to the system of education established in this University; and 
the public have now given their adhesion to it, and they and we have 
done so because wc believe that this system of education is best calculated 
to heal the wounds, or rather I should say to wipe away the last disgraces 
and grievances ol‘ the past, and because Ibis system of education is best 
calculated to draw together the lies of association and reciprocal interest 
which are daily uniting and knitting together all classes of society in 

defence of those great principles of constitutional freedom religious 

liberty and intellectual progress — upon which arc based the political 
influence and moral power of the country. 

The proceedings then terminated.
